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THE WRONG REMEDY. 
A usually well informed Paris cor­ 
respondent of the New York Times, 
Mr. 
Walter 
Duranty, 
sends to his 
newspaper a very interesting account 
of French opinion with regard to the 
most important of Europe’s and per­ 
haps the world’s problems— the prob­ 
lem of Russia. 
If his summary is cor­ 
rect, it will not bring joy to those who 
had hoped that the collapse of the 
Wrangel 
movement 
would 
bring a 
radical change in the French position. 
Instead, the French are, according to 
Mr. Duranty, more firmly convinced 
than ever of the correctness of their 
attitude, which is summed up by Mr. 
Duranty as follows: 
“The French believe, that the rule 
of the Bolshevik! is abhorent to the 
great mass of the Russian people, but 
they have seen attempt after attempt 
of the anti-Bolsheviki fail completely, 
and their information goes to show 
that expectation of any internal revo­ 
lution against Bolshevist tyranny is 
not to be seriously entertained. 
Rightly or wrongly there is a pretty 
strong impression in France That these 
views are also 
held 
by the United 
States, with perhaps 
one 
important 
difference. 
The French judge from 
the American note to Italy about Rus­ 
sia and from various 
other 
sources 
that America generally believes the 
Bolshevik cannot last, and that there­ 
fore it is a mistake 
to 
meddle with 
Russia now or in the near future. 
“This view obtained here also some 
months ago, but now it is thought that 
on the contrary the Bolshiviki are too 
strongly established 
for the 
cowed 
and dejected Russian people to react 
against them. Nor do the French put 
faith in the alternative hope that the 
Bolshevist attitude might be modifi­ 
ed as time goes on. 
This appears to 
be the impression in England, but the 
French object that the Bolsheviki are 
not a political body in the ordinary 
sense, but rather a band of fanatics 
inspired by almost religious faith in 
their own doctrine, and that their ad­ 
herence to it has only crystalized and 
become more uncompromising.” 
It is quite probable that this French 
picture of Russia is correct. 
The the­ 
ory that a comparatively small ruling 
class cannot long control a vast un­ 
willing population will not stand the 
test of history- 
The thing has been 
done again and again. 
But while the 
French view of the present status iii 
Russia is probably correct in essen­ 
tials, it is hard to approve of the rem­ 
edy which the French favor. 
If Mr. 
Duranty is correct 
the 
French are 
more than ever in favor of combined 
military effort 'by the 
Western na­ 
tions, including 
America, 
to 
over­ 
throw the Moscow regime. 
Most 
thoughtful 
Americans 
un­ 
doubtedly feel that everything which 
has 
happened 
in the 
past 
several 
years demonstrates the folly of such a 
course. 
The last bit of proof was the 
way the Russian people rallied to the 
Red standard against Wrangel. A gi­ 
gantic invasion of Russia 
by 
Allied 
troops would unite the Russians even 
more firmly under the Bolshevik ban­ 
ner.

NO INAUGURATION SPREE. 
All that was necessary in order to 
put aa end to the plan for an elabor-" 
ate and expensive inaugural program 
at Washington was to give the matter 
a little publicity.

A story of Alexander the Great and 
a kiss forms one of the most thrilling 
bits of history. An enemy of the king * 
invented a novel plot to cause Alexan­ 
der’s death. He discovered a beautiful

girl, 
who, 
like 
Rappaclni s 
daughter in Hawthorne’s story, had 
been brought up on deadly poison, and 
every one who came near her wa*, 
killed by her deadly atmosphere. 
She 
was sent to the king’s palace with in­ 
struct* us to do what would be called 
“vamping” today. 
Alexander saw aud 
admired her extravagantly, but the 
shrewd Aristotle suspected treachery. 
Before he allowed the girl to approach 
the throne he sent for a criminal who 
had been sentenced to death, and in­ 
structed him to kiss the girl in tile 
presence of the king. 
He fell dead 
on the ground, like one struck by light­ 
ning. 
The same story appears in folklore 
of 
India, and 
the early 
Christian 
monks made great use of it In their 
sermons, personifying the Christian 
as Alexander, conscience as Aristotle, 
sin as the venomous girl, and the weak 
sinner as the criminal who was pun­ 
ished.

After an Indian mound has been 
cleared aud surveyed it is stripped of 
Mie surface sod and excavated by a 
series of trenches. 
One mound, says 
the Southern Workman, contained no 
less than 45 “bundle burials,” with two 
“burials in the flesh” above of later 
date. 
These “bundle” burials were 
disarticulated skeletons Mist had been 
taken down from trees and made into 
bundles. 
In each “bundle,” as a rule. 
were the bones of from tw’o to four 
individuals. 
They were placed end to 
end, lengthways, north to south, and 
formed a. layer some, ten feet long and 
five feet wide. 
They were placed on 
a carefully prepared bed of alternate 
layers of golden and bright-red sands, 
evidently of ceremonial import, and 
surrounded by several stone altars. 
On these, appropriate sacrifices were 
made to the dead; there were aigns 
of fire all about. 
Some half-burned 
human bones in well-preserved oak 
charcoal were found near the top, in­ 
dicating that some poor captive had 
been burned at the stake to minister 
to the souls of the dead on their jour­ 
ney to the happy hunting grounds. 
In 
the top strata were found two skel­ 
etons, both of them strongly fixed, 
with the knees drawn up to the chili. 
They were evidently of considerable 
age,

bones in this group of mounds showed 
extreme signs of decomposition.

This Monster Was Battler. 
Tile curators of the Launceston and 
Ta sea nian museums have presented to 
the Royal Society of Tasmania the pre­ 
liminary account of a nearly complete 
skeleton'of a gigantic extinct monster, 
recently discovered in the pleistocene 
beds of Tasmania. 
The animal was as large as the 
largest existing rhinoceros. The new 
discovery shows clearly that it was a 
rhinoceros!ike animal, with a 
skull 
built for aggressive warfare, and at 
least one powerful horn on the snout. 
Evidence of $ e gigantic battles in 
which this animal engaged is to be 
found in the complete smashing and 
partial mending of the collar-bone, 
and in the crushing and subsequent 
repair of the bones of the nose and 
snout.

The above bill just reported out 
of committee, and likely to come 
up for discussion in the national 
legislature at any moment, is a mat­ 
ter of very grave importance to the 
people of this country, w ho are not 
generally well informed regarding 
its real significance. 
Briefly it ss a measure designed 
to elevate and standardize educa­ 
tion in the 
United 
States as a 
whole. 
It may have been conceiv­ 
ed iii innocence, and at first sight 
appears harmless, but a little inves­ 
tigation will develop the menacing 
which underlies 
the fair outward 
show'. 
Voters, men aud women should 
know the danger and write to their 
senators and congressmen without 
delay, in opposition to this meas­ 
ure. 
These are the provisions of the 
Smith-Towner bill and the objec­ 
tions thereto. 
1. It provides 
for the establish­ 
ment of a federal department of edu­ 
cation under a to be created cabi­ 
net officer; its 
scope 
being de­ 
scribed as investigations of illiter­ 
acy, education of immigrants, pub­ 
lic school education, preparation of 
teachers, etc. 
N. B.—The feature of the above 
against which warning should be 
given, is the control of the educa­ 
tion of the 
entire 
people in the 
hands of one man, and he a politi­ 
cal appointee. 
Read 
on 
and you 
will see that such control is actu­ 
ally lodged by the bill in his hands; 
and very brief 
reflection 
should 
make any one aware that a step of 
such paramount importance should 
not be taken except as a last resort. 
Is it the intention to Prussianize 
us? 
No king 
or emperor 
ever 
wielded such power as this bill w ill 
place in the hands of the secretary 
of education. 
2. 
It 
provides that 
congress 
shall appropriate 
annually $100,- 
000,000 tor the above purposes, to 
bt* apportioned to the states to aid 
their educational 
programs. 
The 
state may accept or reject this aid. 
If it accept, it must apply an equal 
amount. 
N. B —The above will have the 
effect of destroying the initiative 
of the states. It is easily seen that 
the state will be led into appropri­ 
ating only half the sum necessary 
for its needs, relying upon the na­ 
tional aid for the remainder. 
In 
other, ways, and notably by what 
follows will the slates be led or 
forced to surrender 
a prerogative 
which all our 
statesmen of what­ 
ever political complexion have con­ 
sistently avowed should never be 
given up. 
3. 
It provides that “ail the edu­ 
cational 
facilities 
encouraged by 
the provisions of this act, and ac­ 
cepted by the state shall be organ­ 
ized, supervised and administered 
exclusively by the legally constitut­ 
ed state and local educational au­ 
thorities of said state. 
This sounds too good to be true; 
and it is not true. 
Note w'hat fol­ 
lows, and this is the sanctioning 
clause as the lawyers call it. in oth­ 
er words the milk of the cocoanut. 
Ii lies with the secretary of edu­ 
cation to determine whether or not 
the apportionment 
made 
to each 
state is being expended in accord­ 
ance with the provisions of this 
act. Should he decide that the state 
is not carrying out the provisions. 
he is authorized to withhold the ap­ 
ili other words 
the 
state must 
surrender to this absolute domina 
lion in a matter which should be 
the state’s exclusive prerogative, or
